"Get away from your work and take a holiday” is a prescription fre- 
quently handed out by members of the medical profession to the jaded city 
office worker. The advice is usually based on the prediction that the| 
eternal grind of routine work day in and day out, week after week and 
month after month has impaired the nerves and that change of scenery and | 
new activities is all that is required to steady the nerves and tone up the | 
flagging system. 


Excellent advice unquestionably. _butweffely as applicable to the man | 


and the woman on the farm and to the small town or village merchant or) 
worker as to the denizens of the larger centres 

As a matter of fact the former to-day are probably in greater pred 
of the recuperative benefits of change .of scene than are the latter for the | 
very good reason that no one has sustained a continuous barrage of hard | 
knocks and trying conditions more than the man on the land and his family | 
who have withstood a tremendous and prolonged siege aganist the com- 
bined forces. of economic and agricultural deptession. ' 

The farmer and his wife and the occupants of the small towns and 
villages have been the shock troops of a terrific encounter with over-| 
whelming forces for a long period. They have been the closest to the con: | 
flict and have borne the brunt of the fray for a term of weary years. 

No one can undergo such a lengthy strain without feeling some de- 
let¢rious effects on the nervous system and the physical frame and jit would 
be more than surprising if tempers have not become frayed and health, | 
if not visibly impaired, at least threatened under such an ordeal. 

Such being the case, it is not at all amiss to suggest that the time) 
has come when the workers on the prairies should plan to take a well | 
earned holiday this summer, even if it has to be. limited to a week. True, | 
it may be difficult to arrange for the necessary care for livestock and other 
things which must be provided for in the absence of the family from home, 
but such obstacles can usually be overcome with a little ingenuity and | 
planning. 

Objection might also be raised that it costs money to go away on a 
vacation and that there is so little of this commodity available as a result | 
of the pressure of economic conditions. of the past few years. Perfectly | 
true, but here again the difficulty is not insuperable, except perhaps in ex-| 
treme cases for, under present day circumstances: it is poesible to contrive | 
a holiday with very little expense. 

For the majority of prairie residents the conveyance problem is al- 
ready solved. There are few who do not either own or can get the use of | 
a car or truck, even though it may be of ancient vintage; and where | 
these are not available there is at least a wagon and team. 

A car and a tent or a truck or wagon and tarpaulin available, the 
twin problem of transport and temporary housing are solved. As for the e | 
question of sustenance this also is not difficult of solution on. the ptairies 
in the summer time. Sonféjeomestibles can be carried along on the trip and | 
others can be procured from small town merchants and farm houses at 
not greater cost than if they were purchased at home. | 

About the only additional expense of such a holiday trip is the cost of 
gasoline and oil, if auto or truck is used, and this can be kept within 
reasonable limits if the vacationist curbs the temptation to travel long dis- 
tances and burn up road mileage at great speed. One does not have to go 
far from home to find n and interesting things and the leisurely pace 
is the one that affords the most beneficial results. 

Such a holiday should yield dividends in improved mental and bodily 
health and it may be made to give educational returns to all members of 

the participating famiy. The alert vacationist will inevitably pick up 
* gome idea on such a tour which he can put to practical use on his return 
home. Contact with new minds will invariably result in broadening the 
outlook on life and incidents and scenes will be absorbed and cherished 
later. Incidentally, and as an aside, a camera, if one is available, may be> 
made a valuable adjunct to a vacation trip. 

Much more might be said about the virtues and values of a cece 
Suffice it to say that the man and his family who take a little time off for 
a change of scene and use the time sensibly will reap dividends that can- 
not be estimated in dollars and cents. 

Early planning, too, has its‘ advantages. Apart from the pleasure of 
‘anticipation it will provide, planning ahead will, ensure proper provision 
against contingencies and enable the adventure to be taken with peace of | 
mind, an important concomitant of a real vacation.

Necessity Is Shown For 


Improving Quality of Barley 
Grown In Western Canada 


Further stress was laid at the 
National Barley Committee's meet-| 
ing in Toronto recently on the nec- 
easity of improving the condition of 
western Canada barley before it 
could achieve popularity in the east 
Tests made on the prairies showed 
farmers knew little of what varieties 
they were producing, it was reported 

W. E. Biakeman, district Seed in- 
spector for the Dominion 
mént of agriculture, at Winnipeg,| 
said samples of seeds taken from) 
seed drills of farmers disclosed that 
more than 50 per cent. of the sam- 
ples were barley in the rejected 
grades. 

In his report as chairman of the 
sub-committee on marketing, T. G.! 
Major, of the department of trade | 
and commerce, said the. principal 
outlets were for malting and feed) 
barley, though complaints had arisen 
regarding the presence of wild oats | 
and other weed seeds. 

Prof. R. G. Knox, of the Ontario} 
Agricultural College, Guelph, said 
if growers in the west wanted a 
better eastern market for barley, 
they would have to send out a pro- 
duct free of weed seeds. The great 
prevalence of weed seeds in western 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
sale to Ontario hog-raisers as feed. 

Prof. Knox said he was not aware) 
of any céreal grain that would give 
quality of finish in a hog, better 
color of fat and firmness of finish, 
so «well as barley. In Denmark, 
Great Britain, South Africa, and) 
other hog-raising countries, barley 
was regarded as the best of all 
grains for hogs. 

An average of 73 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s total barley production in the 
last. five years was fed to livestock 
on Canadian farms, said a report 
submitted by W. R. White, chief of 
the feed division of the Dominion) 
department of agriculture’s seed! 
branch. Corn, the report said, was 
barley's chief competitor. 

What was required particularly 
for barley, was more educational 
effort concerning its merits as feed 
and better salesmanship in its be- 
half.

Cadmium may be classed as oné 
of a few metals, the consumers of 
which, rather than the producers, 
are concerned as to the supply. A 
by-product in the production of zine 
and in some cases of lead, cadmium 
has been produced experimentally 
for close to half a century, but its 
commercial uses were greatly re- 
stricted until a few years ago, when 
new uses were developed and its 
former fields greatly extended. In 
1935 the demand was s0 keen that 
the price rose from 55 cents a pound 
in January to $1.05 a pound at the 
close of the year. 

The sharp price rise and the rapid 
increase in the use of the metal

Has Become A Necessity 


Tall Buildings Would Be Useless 
Without Elevator Service 

There is an old saying that “you 
never miss the water till the well 
runs dry.” A large section of the 
Population of New York, accustom- 
ed to being whisked up and down 
their apartment, office and hotel 
buildings, realized during the recent 
strike how much the elevator means 
to them. Buildings are growing 
taller, and it is no cheery prospect 
to walk up ten to twenty flights of 
stairs probably several times a day. 

The elevator started its conquest 
of New York about 80 years ago, 
when Elisha James Otis stood on a 
wooden platform, had himself hoist- 
ed some 25 feet by a panting steam 
engine and, before an awestruck 


did not fall; Mr. Otis’s 
safety device gave the invention all 
the impetus it needed for widespread 
adoption. 

The first elevators were hydraulic, 
and there are still several thou- 
sands of them in New York, their 
mechanism going as far down into 
the well as they go into the air. 

New York's longest elevator, 
therefore the world’s, is in the Em- 
pire State building, which extends 
896 feet from the basement to the 


three hundred thousand dumb wait- 
ers in the metropolis conveying

Rare Surgical Operation 


Child Recovering After Misplaced 
Organs Adjusted By Surgeon 

As the ‘result of a rare surgical 
operation, Gary Roethler, 2% years 
old, born with his internal organs in 
his left lung, was recovering at 
Oakland, California. 

A surgeon, who requested . his 
name be withheld, found to his 
astonishment the child had been 
breathing with only one lung since 
birth. 

Gary's organs, including hfs 
stomach, spleen and intestines, were 
in his left lung. The lung was un- 
able to expand and the heart also 
had been pushed over to the right 
side. > 

The surgeon carefully cut away 
three ribs and performed the deli- 
cate operation, using fascia or con- 
tissue from the mother's
